Charles E. Cowing, a well known 
merchant*^ this city, and a brother 
of Mayor Harvey Cowing, died rather 
suddenly at l l : IO this morning follow­ 
ing an illness lasting for three or four 
years. 
He 
had [been [feeling very 
poorly for two or three days 
and 
spent muchfof the time in bed. 
How 
ever, few people knew that his condi­ 
tion was so serious 
and when Ii is 
death occurred this morning the news 
came as a shock to all. 
Mr. Cowing 
was conscious until tile hour of his 
death. 
The end came jioaceably and 
tile spirit passed^into tile realm of the 
great beyond. 
Mr. Cowing’s [death is 
thought to have been due to tubercu­ 
losis. 
Mr. Cowing was 
widely 
known 
throughout tile county. 
He was a 
son of Joseph L. Cowing, former trus­ 
tee of Noble township, and a native 
of this county, and Minerva (Kreghler) 
Cowing, a native of Ohio, and was 
born anil raised at New' Salem. 
He 
was forty -n i ne'years of age. 
He served for some time as asessor 
of Noble township, and postmaster at 
New Salem. 
Nine years ago he went 
into business in this city, and at the 
time of his death he was tike senior 
member of tho firm of O. E. Cowing 
& Bro., implemeut'and harness deal­ 
ers. 
Ho was known as a good con­ 
scientious business man and a loyal 
citizen. 
He was a stalwart Republi­ 
can, and was one of the most interes­ 
ted party workers beforo his illness. 
He was a member of Milroy Lodge, 
No. 
204, Knights of 
Pythias, and 
Burr Oak Camp, Modern Woodmen, 
ot this city. 
He possessed a host of 
friends who feel that in his death they 
have sustained a heavy personal loss. 
Besides the brother, Mayor Harvey 
Cowing, he leaves a wife, two daugh­ 
ters, Misses Blanche and Myrtle, and 
one son, Frank.

THROUGH A DUC! 


The 
Story of *a Lost Hog on 


Douglas Morris* 
Farm 


“ From the farm of Judge Douglas 
Morris, of Rushville, comes a strange 
story of the fate that befell a hog a 
few weeks since*' says the Knights­ 
town Banner. 
“ On the judge’s farm, 
near Grant City, there is a twelve- 
inch tile ditch about half a mile long, 
used for the usual irrigation purpose. 
For two or three years past young 
shoats raised on the farm have been 
missing, and what became of them has 
been a mystery. 
About three weeks 
ago a sixty-pound shoat belonging to 
OI Manlove was missed, and lie sup­ 
posed that it had been stolen or strayed 
away somewhere in the neighborhood. 
Last Friday there was occasion to open 
the ditch, at the point where the 
twelve-inch tile is connected with an 
eight-inch tile, and there, at the inter­ 
section, was the missing shoat, as dead 
as the proverbial door nail. 
It had 
probably walked into the exposed en­ 
trance to the twelve-inch -file, and, 
with hog-like curiosity, wandered on 
until it came to the intersection with 
the smaller tile. 
This it could not 
pass through, and, as it could not turn 
back, the poor shoat was left ti its 
fate. 
This is probably the solution of 
tho mystery of the missing shoats.”

Say and it Keeps Them Hust 


ling to Make Ends Meet 


Siince “ the lid " was put on and 
tightened down in [this city things 
have changed materially from what 
they were. 
The “ tight” administra­ 
tion is a matter that is “ cutting a 
good deal of ice,” according to 'the 
views of some of the people affected 
in a business way. 
Some saloon 
men, however, take 
different views of the situation. 
Of 
course, the majority of them would 
favor a more liberal 
arrangement, 
while a few’ say that Hie present ar­ 
rangement uf m atters suits them, and 
has made no difference in their busi­ 
ness. 
Others take 
the view that there 
are too many saloons in th© town to 
make the business exceptionally profi­ 
table under any circumstances, and one 
saloon man said Unlay that he would 
welcome a State law w iii oh would fix 
all retail licenses at ftOOO, the same 
as the Ohio law. 
He took the position 
that inch a regulation would put the 
liquor businessman the hands of more 
reputable men and would raise the 
moral standard of saloon men. 
But the local situation among sa­ 
loon men at[the[present time is “ put­ 
ting the business on the bum,” to use 
the language of[one of them. 
“ We are all hard up,” said a sa­ 
loon man today, “ and there is many 
a saloon 
keeler who is having to 
scratch to pay his bills. 
I know of 
three or four who are [trying to sell 
out, and I expect to hear of one place, 
at least, change hands within the next 
few days. 
There are 
a good many 
saloon men in RushviPe 
and they 
spend a lot of 
money, as a class, 
among other business men, but they 
are grind I jig less money now than 
they have for some time. 
They are 
cutting expenses'every[way they can. 
The cigar business is also injured to 
such an extent that 
I know some 
cigar makers who are working now 
on half time or nearly [so. ” 
* 
This expression is about the same 
as is heard from the m ajority of saloon 
men. 
Its 
a situation they concede 
they will have to meet in som eday, 
but, “ just how” is the question some 
of them iiave not vet been able to 
solve. 
Occasionally the threat is heard that 
the saloon in in will insist that all* 
business of every description shall be 
closed on Sunday, but this talk has 
never taken the form of steps[to bring 
such an action about.
